Belles, queens abound on river 


(Carol Clarkin’s column appears weekly in the Edwardsville 
Journal.) 

It’s an idle thought, one which probably wouldn’t have occurred 
had it not been for the recent proliferation of riverboats due to the 
legalization of casino gambling in several states. 

But it struck me recently why are they all beauties? Are 
there no mud fences chugging away on our inland waterways? 

They're not all new — nor are they all gambling boats. 

But a quick checklist must includ@ all those ‘‘belles’’ — the 
Belles of St. Louis, Louisville, Mississippi (both I and II), Alton, 
Dubuque (the Casino Belle, that one). Not to forget the pride of 
the brothers Trone (Dennis and Bob), the Julie Belle Swain. 

And let’s not forget the ‘“‘queens’’ — the fabled Delta Queen, the 
Mississippi Queen, the Quad-City Queen. 

Among all these American Beauties, isn’t there room for an 
ordinary, homely gal? Say, the Wallflower of the Wabash, maybe? 
The Hag of the Hudson? 

Returning recently from a few days in Dubuque, during which 
we checked out the Casino Belle — and no, we didn’t debark 
winners — I was interested to read several business-page stories 
about the growing craze in riverboat. gambling, with specific 
attention to the Alton Belle, gaming revenue from both the Iowa 
and Illinois boats, and the pros and cons of loss limits. 

It was refreshing to read the comments of John Connors, a 
partir and chief officer of the Alton Belle, whose honesty con- 
'irmed my suspicions that the boat is not for me — I’m far too 
small potatoes to mingle with all those high-rollers for whom it 
was designed. 

According to Connors, there are ‘“‘guys coming over here who 

out in Las Vegas have $300,000 to $400,000 credit lines.’’ 
That's way out of my league. Moreover, friends who have been 
on the boat I haven’t — have complained about the crowds and 
lack of seating, as well as the difficulty of getting a seat at a 
blackjack table. 

In spite of the crowds and no-limit betting, the casino is a huge 
success, Its gaming revenue is running $4 million a month. And 
every 24 hours, 20 percent of that revenue is paid to the State of 
Illinois in taxes, out of which a fourth is returned to the City of 
Alton — and that ain’t hay. 

During the first four months of '92, gaming revenue has been in 
the neighborhood of $17 million on the Alton Belle, an impressive 
bonanza to the state and city when you figure their percentages. 

It apparently hasn't been’a big boost to downtown businesses — 
but that's because Connors and partners want gamblers, not sight- 
seers. 

Now, to Dubuque’s Casino Belle. It's a huge boat, longer than a 
football field, with a crew of over 250, and can accommodate 2,000 
passengers. 

The Alton Belle's casino area is only 6,610 square feet and the 
boat holds just under 500 passengers: 

In spite of the size difference, the two are close is some 
respects; the Casino Belle has 500 slots and 26 table games, the 
Alton boat has 300 slots and 21 tables. 

The Alton Belle’s ceyise is two hours and goes upstream only to 
the Piasa Bird, while the Casino Belle’s is a four-hour cruise 
along a stretch of the Mississippi notable for beautifully wooded 
shoreline. 

The Casino Belle, additionally, has brunch, lunch and. dinner 
cruises and the food is excellent. 

It has live music in the dining room and a cabaret-style show in 
part of the third deck — a show suitable for youngsters. For that 
matter, there's a supervised activity center for children between 
the ages of 3-12 on the boat. 

But the individual passenger can lose no more than $200 per 
cruise, since Iowa has a loss limit. 

Not a cap designed to attract professional gamblers,; but the 
state is more interested in the tourist buck than that of the pro — 
and it’s paying off, at least to date. 

The city itself is promoting tourism with additional attractions 
— several museums of interest, a historic district (there are well 
over 30 nationally registered historic buildings and monuments), 
golf courses, dog racing, and, across the river in Illinois, the 
attractions of Galena. Local business is booming. 

Will we return to try our luck again in Dubuque? No question of

Simon evaluated as running mate for Clinton 


(The following column was 
written by Robert Estill for Cop- 
ley News Service.) 

Republican Gov. Jim Edgar 
says Sen. Paul Simon would be a 
“plus’’ with Illinois voters as a 
running mate for Arkansas Gov. 
Bill Clinton, but he is uncertain 
what the Rev. Jesse Jackson 
would add to the Democratic 
ticket in the state. 

“My sense is that Simon would 
be more of a plus,’’ Edgar, 
chairman of President ‘Bush's re- 
election campaign in Illinois, 
said of the Democratic senator. 
“But I am not sure 
Jackson would bring.”’ 

Edgar said he does not know 
where former Chicagoan Jack- 
son’s ‘“‘strength might be” in Ili- 
nois, because Democrats have 
Carol Moseley Braun on the tick- 
et, attempting to become the 
first black woman elected to the 
U.S. Senate. 

“I think they might already 
have strength just from the fact 
that there is a member of the 
African-American community 
running for a prominent state- 
wide position,”’ Edgar said. ‘‘So 
I am not sure he (Jackson) adds 
anything more.”’ 

Edgar said Simon — a fixture 
in Illinois politics for nearly four 
decades — would help Clinton 
because he is well-known. 

But the state’s top Republican 
is not predicting Simon, re-elect- 
ed with 65 percent of the vote in

1990, would make the critical dif- 
ference for Clinton in a state 
that Bush carried by a bare 2 
percent in 1983. 

“When push comes to shove, I 
don’t think vice presidential can- 
didates usually determine how 
people vote for president,” 
Edgar responded. 

“T don’t know if it would have 
that much of an impact,’’ the 
governor continued. “‘I think it 
would be more a plus than a 
minus, but it would be hard to 
gauge how much of a plus it 
would be. It would be hard to 
gauge whether that would tilt 
the state toward Clinton.”’ 

The governor said he does 
think Clinton would be hurt more 
than Bush in Mlinois if Texas bil- 
lionaire H. Ross Perot runs as 
an independent candidate for 
president. 

Edgar said he has not seen 
any polls matching Perot with 
Bush and Clinton in Llinois. But 
he doubts the results would be 
any different than national polls 
showing Perot taking more votes 
from the challenger than from 
the incumbent. 

“I would expect that those who 
are unhappy with the incumbent 


would vote for a challenger,” 
Edgar said. ‘“‘If you have two 
challengers, they’re going to 
split that vote.”” 

That theory, of course, did not 
hold up as recently as Illinois’ 
March 17 primary election, when 
incumbent Sen. Alan Dixon lost 
in a race with two challengers, 
Carol Moseley Braun and well- 
heeled attorney Al Hofeld 

MOVING ON: Although Dixon 
does not leave office for eight 
months, some of his top staffers 
are already taking new jobs. 

Bill Adams, a _ Georgian 
recruited from Sen. Sam Nunn, 
D-Ga., in 1988, will become press 
secretary for Sen. Terry Stan- 
ford, D-N.C. 

Eugene Callahan, a former 
newspaper reporter from Spring- 
field who is Dixon’s top aide, 
will do double duty as adminis- 
trative assistant and press secre- 


ry. 

Charles Pizer of Peoria, a leg- 
islative assistant, will become 
legislative director for Rep. Dan 
Rostenkowski, D-Chicago, chair- 
man of the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Maura Reidy of Chicago, a 
legislative aide, will have simi- 
lar responsibilities in Chicago 
Mayor Richard M. Daley’s office 
in Springfield. 

Callahan said the ease with 
which Dixon aides have found 
jobs “‘is directly related to the 
quality’’ of his staff. Callahan 


has had: some offers, fncheding 4 a 
top-ranking spot wi another 
senator. But allahan, who has 
been Dixon's aide for two 
decades, said he wants to stay 
with Dixon until he leaves office 
on Jan. 3. 

CONSOLATION PRIZE: The 
same day that Republican Sen- 
ate candidate Rich Williamson 
was making rounds at Spring- 
field, the Washington Post ran a 
very positive profile on Braun, 
his Democratic rival. 

But Williamson claims he does , 
not begrudge Braun the national 
and statewide attention she has 
received from upsetting Dixon 
and making a historic Senate 
id. 

He said “she has earned the 
right for media coverage — and 
she’s certainly getting it.”"” But 
he expects both he and his rival 
will be well known to Illinois 
voters by Nav. 8. 

Williamson did not leave town 
empty-handed. A $500-a-person 
reception gained his campaigh 
$50,000. And he had’a chance to 
mingle with other potential 
donors the following night at a 
dinner honoring President Bush 
that raised $9 million for Senate 
and House. candidates nation- 
wide. 

The National Republican Sena- _ 
torial Committee already has 
promised to spend the legal 
maximum of nearly $1 million 
on Williamson’s campaign.

Exemptions cut 
property taxes 


TO THE EDITOR: , 























Last summer, we helped a 
number of People: reduce their 
taxes by filing for the Senate 
Bill 1790 and/or Homestead 
exemptions before they paid 
their real estate tax bills. 


I urge everyone to look at the 
left column of the tax bill to see 
if a number greater than zero 
appears before the “Senate Bill 
1790”’ or ‘‘Homestead” lines. 

A zero in those spaces means 
you are not currently receiving a 
deduction. 


If you are buying the property 
you actually live in, you are 
probably entitled to the Senate 
Bill 1790 deduction which can, in 
some cases, substantially reduce 
your tax liability. 

The Homestead deduction is 
for homeowners over 65 years of 
age and these persons may also 
qualify for the Senate bill deduc- 
tion. 

Many times, persons buying 
homes have their taxes paid by 
a bank or mortgage company

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from an escrow account. 

Often, they don’t even see 
their tax bill and are just given 
an amount they need to pay the. 
taxes, insurance, etc. 

By law, your lender must pre- 
sent you with a copy of your tax 
bill, but, all too often, they fail 
to do so. Take it My yourself to 
ask your lender for a copy of 
your tax bill. And if you have 
any doubts concerning your 
proper deductions, please call 
ray office before they pay your 

all. 

Even though the lender may 
be paying your taxes for you, it 
is still your money. 

Once the bill is paid, it is too 
late to seek deductions or to for- 
mally protest your taxes.

Log of former Nameoki Fire Department found

While. searchin r th the basement of his 
newly purchased home in the 2900 block of Palm- 
er Avenue, Darrell Pulley discovered a bit of 
Tocal history. 

Pulley had been using a wooden file cabinet left 
behind by the previous owners. About a month 
ago, as he attempted to close the bottom drawer 
of the cabinet, he heard something fall behind the 
drawer. : 

Pulley said he hoped it might have been hidden 
money. He wasn’t sure what it was. ; 

Reaching in, he pulled out a black book the size 
ef a school notebook. Inside the book was a 
detailed account of each call the Nameoki Fire 
Department responded to between 1929 and 1947. 

¢ well-preserved log contains about 100 pages 
of hand-written accounts by numerous authors, 
depending on who was the fire department’s 
record keeper at the time. 

It just so happens that the last historian of the 

lived at the resi 
occupies today 
a’piece of history that should be 
preserved,”’ Pulley said. “The things that are in 
there are actual facts that canbe compared_to 
what other people said happened.”’ 

Since the Nameoki Fire Department is no lon- 
ger in existence, Pulley said, he has contacted 
the Granite City Fire Department about the log. 
A spokesman said the department would be inter- 
ested in taking a look at it. 

“I’m sure there are guys here that would like 
to leok at it; see what kinds-of incidents they had 
and how they responded,” Chief Jerry Wallace 
Said. “‘Some of the names mentioned in there 
spund familiar.** 

Wallace said the department has a collection of 
memorabilia and historical documents depicting 


the evolution of the Granite City department. 
including the original charter from 1596. 

“The book would make a very nice accent to 
the historical record,” Wallace said. 

= just wondering if there are other vol- 
umes,” Pulley said. “Since this is the beginning, 
maybe somebody has the other books. I don't 
know; this may be the only record.”” 

The book contains such entries as 

“July 19, 1936 — ‘The Nameoki Firemen enter- 
tained their families at Mr Simon's Club 
Lake. Fried chicken and refreshments were 
served. Ladies and kiddies were served with ice 
cream and soda. Games -were enjoyed by all 
Everyone reported an excellent time.”* ~ 

‘Feb. 9, 1934 — “Mr. Clarence Hoeker, 2900 
Marshall. Ave., at 8 a.m. was disturbed by his 
automobile catching fire.” > 

*On the morning of July 24, 1936 — “Henry 
Viets-was claimed by the black angel of death 
He was driving his own car when it skidded off 
the road and overturned.”” 

The book also chronicles the purchase of the 
first_fire truck, the recruiting of the first 20 
Nameoki Fire Department volunteers, the yearly 
elections of fire department officers, a dance in 
1930 to raise money for the needy, and a flood in 
1943. along the Chouteau Island levee 

Pulley said anyone who may have information 
about other volumes can contact-him at 877-7229. 

He added that, since the notebook) is a piece of 
history, he believes it should be may in a muse 
um where future generations may léarn from it 
and appreciate its historical value 

“They need to go from the beginning all the 
way to the end of the Nameoki Fire Depart 
ment,”’ he said. 

“Since they thought it was so important at the 
time to have a record, the least we can do after 
they wrote it down is to keep it together."

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Toad The Wet Sprocket’s third album, ‘Fear,’

Though Toad The Wet Spi 
et’s third album, ‘‘Fear,’’ 
been out for several months, 
record recently got a renewed 

ush when the song ‘‘Hold Her 

own'’ emerged as a college 
radio hit. 

It wa: Situation that left 
Glen Phillips, the group's sing- 
er/lyricist/guitarist, with some 
mixed feelings. 

“It’s a weird song, because 
now that it’s a single and now 
that it’s on an album, it becomes 
a message,"’ Phillips said. “And 
I hate the idea of writing a mes- 
sage. I write because it makes 
me feel.”’ 

“Hold Her Down," is a good 
example of the importance of 
‘emotion in Phillips’ lyrics — 
yeven with a song that could be 
‘considered topical. 

‘There’s been a tendency in 
Fecent years the idea that if you 
talk about an important subject, 
‘that you don’t have to speak 
about it in a way that brings out 
any emotion,’” Phillips said. 
“Simply writing a politically cor- 
rect lyric is enough in itself. 

“One example to me is some 
of the songs on the new Fishbone 
album (“The Reality Of My Sur- 
roundings”’),”’ Phillips said. “It’s 
like, OK, I know there’s poverty, 
I know there’s war. I know 
there’s pain. I know there’s dru, 
ad@iction. I know all this, an 
you’re saying it exists, and that 
does not make a good. lyric. 
What makes a good lyric is deal- 
ing with it, wrestling with it and 
trying to get somewhere with it, 
and not just statirig it.’ 

Phillips explained ‘the origins 
of ‘‘Hold Her Down,’’ a song that 
was written three years ago. 

“Tt started out originally, my 
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Warrant Officer Ripley (Sigourney Weaver) is 
stranded on a remote prison planet inhabited ‘by convicts, 
led by Dillon (Charles S. Dutton) who have no modern 
weapons to fight back with when the alien goes on the

Sigourney Weaver says she is 
pleased with -her new film,
